If "he United States had made a habit of signing 
international treaties, the 
p rop osed 
Atlantic 
p act 
wouldn’t be making such a stir. 
Americans would know what Europ eans discov ered 
long ago by bitter exp erience—th at p acts and p uddings 
must be p rov ed by the eating. They are rarely what 
they seem to be when they're made. 
But on the ofher hand, if more Europ eans knew 
what mast Americans seem to know by instinct, there 
would be no reason for a p act to p roclaim the common 
interests of North Atlantic nations in security. As far 
back as French aid to the American colonies in the 
rev olutionary war and as recently as aid to it*s Euro­ 
p ean allies in World war II, it has been recognized 
that no single nation should hav e exclusiv e domina­ 
tion cf the North Atlantic community. 
That was why the United States and Cheat Brit­ 
ain jointly barred the new world to colonization by the 
Sp anish and French through the Monroe doctrine. It 
was why the United States and G reat Britain jockeyed 
for p ofcer in the war of 1812. It was why the barring of 
the Atlantic by Germany to United States ship p ing in 
World t a r I shattered American neutrality. 
It was 
why the threat of Atlantic domination by Germany in 
Wciild war II caused the United States to abandon 
r.etltrahty and resist the Axis p owers. And it's why the 
United States is going to great lengths in 1949 to make 
certain th at the Sov iet union will fail in its aim to 
dominate the Atlantic community. 
That is the reason for the p act. It only p u ts into 
the language of dip lomacy what has been an estab­ 
lished fact in.international relations. And it does this 
not for the p eace of mind of Americans but for the 
p urp ose of giv ing assurance to other Atlantic nations 
which roust look to Americans for their common de­ 
fense. 
The Kremlin knows this. 
It knows th at the 
Atlantic p act in itself is meaningless, aside from the 
fact it is based on a solid international reality—the de­ 
termination of the United States not to let any one 
p ower dominate the North Atlantic community. 
The Kremlin also knows something else, something 
which Americans hav e been slow to grasp . The North 
Pacific 
community has become 
dep endent cm the 
United States for its security against aggression too. 
Russia, with access to both great oceans, is not con­ 
fined to either of them It is to be exp ected, therefore, 
that its exp ansion in Asia will be p ushed in direct ratio 
to the curtailm ent of its exp ansion in Europ e by means 
of the North Atlantic p act.
